Prater,  who  has  more  than  21  years  experience  in  television  and  radio,  currently  serves 
as  chief  meteorologist  for  WIAT-CBS  42  in  Birmingham.  A  full  member  of  the 
National  Weather  Association  and  the  American  Meteorological  Society,  Prater  has 
been  honored  with  the  National  Edward  R.  Murrow  Award  and  an  Emmy  Award  for 
his  on-air  work  as  a  broadcast  meteorologist.  He  also  was  named  Alabama's  Best 
Weathercaster  by  the  Associated  Press  in  1999. 

In  2005,  Prater  published  the  book,  "Silent  Storm:  Finding  Spiritual  Shelter  during 
Hepatitis  C,"  chronicling  his  spiritual  journey  during  his  battle  with  and  recovery 
from  the  disease.  Ultimately  resulting  in  a  deepening  of  his  faith,  Prater  shared  his 
story  to  offer  inspiration  to  others  dealing  with  long-term  illnesses.  He  is  free  of  the 
disease  today.

The  most  lauded  aspects  of  the  musical  are  the 
performances  by  the  ensemhle  cast,  the  massi\c  and 
complicated  set  and  the  actual  music. 
Nearly  all  the  technical  aspects  of  the  show  were  well- 
crafted  and  well-used.  Including  the  set  pieces,  costumes  and 

lighting. 

From  the  posters  and  pictures  in  Jake's  room  to  the  pin-up 
models  covering  the  locker  doors  in  the  hand  room,  the  sets 
and  costumes  both  worked  \ery  well  to  construct  a 
somewhat  reminiscent  mirror  for  '90s  music,  lashion  and 
attitude. 

The  design  of  the  set  pieces  was  largei]  Shewed  and 
somewhat  off  kilter  to  add  a  more  fantastical  feel  to  tin- 
events  taking  place. 

The  lighting  was  \ery  effective  to  con\e\  different  kinds  of 
mood  and  changes  in  scenery,  such  as  when  the  set  for  the 
football  field  actually  lit  up  from  "stadium  lights"  or  daring 
more  dramatic  sequences  such  as  the  numbers  "If  I  Had  a 
Stage"  and  "Big  Shot." 

The  different  dynamics  among  the  three  main  band  member 
characters,  Elliot  (Jessie  Kisor),  I.aura  (Kara  McDowell) 
and  Jake  (Jacobi  Hall),  were  well  thought  out  and  portrayed 
with  startling  humor,  particularly  between  Laura  and  Jake, 
thanks  to  McDowell's  excellent  comedic  timing. 
The  entire  cast  did  an  exceptional  job  portray  ing  characters 
who  would  normally  be  considered  one-note  or  "stage 
dressing,"  making  the  performance  all  the  more  engrossing 
and  interesting.

42.  Haugabook  converted  a  fburth-and-17  situation  with  a  19-yard  pass  to  Hampton  between  two  defenders. 

On  the  next  play,  Haugabook  threw  a  3-yard  scoring  strike  to  Gary  Banks.Haugabook  completed  30-of-40  passes  for  235 

yards  and  the  two  touchdowns.  He  also  added  a  touchdown  rushing  in  the  second  quarter,  cutting  MTSL's  lead  to  10-7.
